LEBANON, Mo., July 11.—Hon. R. P. 
Bland during the pas? twelve hours has 
been overwhelmed with appeals from 
friends in Chicago and elsewhere to accept 
the nomination for the Vice Presidency.

1110 was acquainted with Mrs. Baltezer, 
a handsome blonde, who rents the floor 
above the saloon. Mrs. Campbell says 
that Mrs.“ Amison was constantly jealous 
of Mrs. Baltezer and often remarked that 
she thought that Mrs. Baltezer was trying 
to win Amison’s affections. 

Mrs. Amison was seen in Matron Harris’ 
rooms Friday morning. She refused to talk 
About the case, saying that she knew noth- 
ing and that before Amison’s death he had 
cautioned her to say nothing.

Mrs. Amison is a mild-mannered woman 
of frail figure, small and slender, and with 
a pale, but clear complexion. She is possibly 
25 years old, with a pleasant face and clear, 
blue eyes that are larger than the usual, but 
very pleasant. 

She dresses modestly but very neatly. Her 
usual costume is a dark skirt with a shirt 
waist of silk or linen or madras of a tasty 
design. 

Mrs. Campbell, her accuser, is a tall, 
angular woman, with a brown complexion. 
The forty years of hard work have bent 
her shoulders, but she is an earnest and 
quick talker. When thinking, she raises 
her hand to her black hair, adjusts the 
knot, on her head and squints her eyes 
as she looks at the floor. 

Her light brown hair runs in the prettiest 

waves to the back of her head, where it is 
turned in a knot and held by a huge silver 
stick pin. 
But there is one thing noticeable about the 
woman. She leans her head forward when 
addressed, and for a moment lifts her eyes 
to the addresser, but turns them away 
uickly. She does not look one in the eye 
or longer than a glance. Then she ner- 
yously rolls’ her eyes to the wall. 

She says everything with an earnestness 
which is convincing.

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BOLD BURGLAR 


A VICIOUS NEGRO VISITED THE 
POLICE OFFICER’S HOUSE. 


MAY HAVE BEEN AN ASSASSIN. 


He Was Overpowered by the Captain 
and His Son and After a Struggle 
Was Locked Up. 


Armed with a wicked-looking billy, a big 
pistol and a kit of burglar tools, Jerry 
Balls, a negro, made a determined effort to 
force an entrance into Police Captain Peter 
Joyce’s residence at 2727 Lucas avenue, Sat- 
urday morning at 12:30 o’clock. 

After a desperate encounter, in which 
the negro attempted to draw his revolver, 
the midnight visitur to Capt. Joyce’s resi- 
dence was made a prisoner by the Captain 


and his son and was locked up in the Third 
District Station at Seventh and Carr 
streets. 

Capt. Joyce does not know whether the 
negro intended to kill him on account of 
some fancied wrong or simply desired to 
make an inventory of the household goods 
on hand with a view of carrying off what 
suited him. It is considered a suspiciois 
circumstance that the negro came so heav- 
ily arntfed. 

“If he had come to kill me,’’ remarked 
the Captain Saturday morning, “he would 
have left the contract unfinished, because I 
always sleep with a pistol at hand, and 
with other precautions against just such 
characters as Balls.“ 

Some or the patrélmen in the “Bloody 
Third’ argue that it was an attempt to 
assassinate Capt. Joyce. That conclusion 
is based solely upon the assumption that 
the Captain is controlling the lawless ele- 
ment in his district with a stern hand. 

So far the prisoner has been sullen and 
defiantg Capt. Joyce does not think that 
a burglar would enter the house of an 
officer for the sole purpose of robbing un- 
less he got there by mistake. Professional 
burglars, as a rule, generally know the 
residences, habits and hours of the police. 

Capt. Joyce narrates the attempt of the 
negro to break into his house as follows: 

J had been out until midnight searching 
for Reed, the supposed murderer, and in- 
quiring into the murder on Beaumont street. 
J arrived home at 12:30 o’clock and went 
upstairs to my room. I had commenced to 
undress when I heard some one tampering 
with the windows below. 

“T expected my son Dick home about that 
time and thought he was closing the shut- 
ters. Presently the noise at the windows 
ceased and someone tried the door. As I 
did not hear Dick enter or the door close 
I looked out of my window into the yard, 
There was a man standing at the door. 

At first glance I concluded it was my 
son and was at the point of calling to him 
when the man went over to the window and 
tried to force it open. He made two or 
three attempts and hearing footsteps on the 
sidewalk left the yard. He passed right 
by my son Tick, who was coming home. 

“Dick entered the yard and had been 
standing at the door about a minute or 
so when the negro returned. He asked 
him what he wanted there, but received no 
reply. I then called out of the window 
that the negro was the same one who had 
tried to get into the house. Dick made a 
rush for him and held him while I put on 
my shoes and came to his aid. 

‘The negro struggled violently, and when 
he saw me approaching made a move for 
his hip pocket. I struck him a blow on the 
nose with my fist and he quit trying to 
get his hand in his pocket. Patrolman 
Cassidy, who had been attracted by the 
commetion, arrived on the scene and we 
marched the would-be burglar to a patrol 
box and sent him to the station.” 

„He is a bad negro. I am still investigat- 
ing the case and will hold him for further 
developments.“ 

When searched at the N station Jerry 
Balls, as he calls himself, had in his pos- 
session a loaded revolver and some burglars’ 
tools. He would give no explanation what- 
ever of his actions, and refuses to answer 
any questions put to him by the police. 

Balls is a medium-sized jet black negro 
with unprepossesaing countenance. 

The billy club of original design was 
found under the window which Balls tried 
to force. Capt. Joyce says that it is the most 
peculiar weapon of its kind which he ever 
saw and about the most deadly. It is made 
up of a stone about the size of a turkey 
egg, bound with a piece of cloth and heavy 
cord. The cloth extends six inches from the 
stone and forms a handle. 


SOMETHING DARK ABOUT IT. 


Belleville Marriage License Clerk Re- 
fused the Couple a License. 

Just at noon Friday, a man and two wom- 
en entered the marriage license department 
of the County Clerk’s office at Belleville. 

The man was white. One of the women 


was a mottled saffron and the other was 
as black as Republican prospects. 

The man said he wanted to get married, 
and with a jerk of his thumb indicated the 
deep-dyed lady as the object upon which 
his affections were centered. 

Deputy Bruegel looked at her in incredu- 
lous amazement. She grinned a streak of 
white into her ebony countenance and 
nodded in unctuous affirmation. 

As gently as he could Mr. Bruegel told the 
man that no license could be issued to him 
to wed a daughter of Ham.

When he saw her he became convinced 
that there was something dark about the 
case and refused to issue the license. 

They were directed to Belleville and no 
greater success crowned their encounter 
with the deputies of Mr. Thomas’ office.

JOHN METZ WAS SHOT DEAD 
BY FRED SHINEMAN. 


— — — — 


QUARRELED OVER THE YARD: 


Metz Had Removed a Wire Dividing It 
and When Shineman Objected 
They Fought With Fatal Results. 


. 

Frederick W. Shineman shot and in- 
stantly killed John Metz, Friday evening, 
at the rear of their home at 2700 Morgan 
street. 

The men live in the same house and for 
some time there has been ill feeling be- 
tween them. Metz was 30 years old. He 
kept a grocery store and butcher shop on 
the first floor at 2700 Morgan street, and 
lived with his wife and one child in the 


rear of his place of business. 

Shineman is about 30 years old and is a 
conductor on the Citizens’ Railwa 2 
with his wife, lives on the second floor o 
the building. 

The cause of the tragedy was a dispute 
over the possession of the yard. Metz kept 
a horse and wagon in a shed in the back 
yard. Shineman and his wife objected to 
this and insisted on him removing them. 
This Metz refused to do, — he paid his 
rent and was entitled to the us of the yard. 

Friday morning Shineman strung a wire 
around the portion of the yard he con- 
sidered was Hs and left for his work. In the 
evening, when Metz returned he saw the 
wire obstructing his entrance and he took 
it down. . 

Shineman reached home about 7 o’clock in 
the evening. He saw the wire had been re- 
moved and called Metz out of his store and 
demanded an explanation. Metz said the 
wire interfered with his convenience and 
he would remove it again if it was re 
back. The pony — Shmeman and a 
war of words followed. 

Blows soon followed, and during the fight 
Shineman drew a revolver and fir 
shots at Metz. Both took effect. One en- 
tered the left side and pierced the heart. 
The other struck him in the right breast 
just below the nipple. etz gave a wild 
shriek, threw up his hands and fell back 
ward. 

Mrs. Metz was observing the fight from 
a window, and when she heard the shots 
she rushed out, and arrived just in time 
to see her husband fall. 

Neighbors heard the shots and rushed to 
the scene. Metz was carried into the house 
and laid on the bed. When Dr. Heine 
Marks and Dr. Frank Temm arrived short- 
ly after the shooting, Metz was dead. The 
physicians said that death was almost in- 
stantaneous. . 

Shineman was arrested. He claims he 
acted in self-defense. He says that Metz 
was approaching him with a shovel, and 
was about to bring it down on his head 
when he fired. 

Mrs. Charles Metz was in her store Satur- 
day morning waiting on customers. She 
was still — ter pap nervous, but able to 
story. 

„My husband went out in the back yard,” 
she said, and five minutes later he was 
I was standing in the back room 
when the quarrel started. Shineman came 
in from the alley and said 3 to 
my husband about the yard. He asked my 
husband why he didn't keep his wagon on 
his own side.

he says her husband was not in the habit 
of carrying a revolver, and that the one he 
used Friday night was borrowed. 

„We have been living here since last Feb- 
ruary,” she said, and have never had any 
peace since we came here. I know my hus- 
dand must have done the shooting in self- 
defense, for he was a peaceable man. 

Maria Diedce, a servant 22 by Mrs. 
H. Schaeffer, wife of Henry Schaeffer, who 
keeps a grocery store at 2668 Morgan, saw 
the shooting and states positively that Metz 
was trying te hit Shineman with a shovel 
when the shots were fired. 
| “T was in the window upstairs,” she said, 
and saw the whole affair. Shineman came 
In the back way and Metz came out a little 
later. The two men began to talk. Shine- 
man had hold of Metz’s coat as if he wanted 
to quiet him. 

“All of a sudden Metz picked up a shov- 
el and commenced to use it to break down 
the clothes line. Shineman must have 
said something, for Metz rushed at him 
with the shovel. He had it raised in the 
air when Shineman shot. He shot first in 
the air, but Metz didn’t stop. The next 
time Shineman shot at Metz and hit him. 
Metz staggered back to the house and 
dropped first on his hands and knees and 
then fell flat on the bricks. Shineman 
went upstairs and in about ten minutes 
a policeman came and got him.“ 

There are apparently twa factions in 
the neighborhood. Metz’s customers de- 
fend him, while Schaeffer’s customers are 
loud in their defense of the Shinemans. 
The neighborhood is highly wrought up 
over the affair. 


NEW LIGHTING CONTRACT. 


President McMath Wants to Take Time 
by the Forelock. , 
The Board of Public Improvements has 


about decided to forward to the Council an 
ordinance which was drafted when the first 


underground wire bill was sent down by 
the board. 

The contracts for lighting the streets, 
alleys and public places will expire on Jan. 
1, 1900, at which time it will be necessary to 
renew them. 

In speaking of the subject this morning, 
President McMath said: 

“When we first recommended an under- 
ground ordinance to the Assembly, we sent 
a companion bill providing for the city 
lighting. The companion bill was the logi- 
cal result of the first. The first bill being 
killed we abandoned the second, . 

Now that the underground bill is passed 
the lighting bill is a necessity. 

We want to let the contract now so that 
we can get competition and give everybody 
an even chance, If we wait and let it after 
the wires are underground it would er 
might shut out all competition. 

We propose to let all the lighting in one 
contract with the exception of the build- 
ing lights. These we propose to hold out 
for three reasons. 

“It may be possible to establish at the 
new City Hall a plant sufficient to light 
that building and the Four Courts. Then 
the electric lighting may be so modified 
in the next few years that the 
tem may be out of date, and the 
pace improvements may be e in gas 
ighting which will be better and cheaper 
than any system we have now. 

“This N is not a new one; it is merely 
a revival of the old one.“
